Their Catholicism is linitod to tlio acceptance of tho Last Sacrament just before 
they are ready to die* Catholicism is mere and noro bocaming a doad fom, in- 
stead of a living doe trine* 

14$ In spite of all those factors, which xro consider favorable for our causa, tlio 
Catholio religion io still a vital foroo. It has boon part of the Nation much 
too long* Its roots are deep* It is tied to tlio M story, tlis cultural back- 
ground, the family and social life of every individual* Wo must romonbor this*
